MOBILE Foot Health Practitioner Jo Love has re¬ 
cently made a move into the world of foot care 
after years spent satisfying her green fingers in 
gardens and nurseries. 

Jo lives in Beaminster with her three children 
Mo, 14 Toby, 10, and Hazel four and their dog 
Chewie. 

Although she misses gardening Jo made the 
move into foot care, with her business "Jo Loves' 
feet", to give her more energy and time for her 
children. 

Jo is coming up to her 10th year in Dorset hav¬ 
ing spent time in Sussex, Brighton and Norfolk. 

In the future she hopes to move into reflexology 
and open her own clinic in Beaminster. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

It’s a beautiful place. I love the environment but most of 
all I like the community spirit. The people are absolutely 
brilliant. This evening I’m going off to do more training 
to be an assistant at the community pool. I have over¬ 
come my fear of water and now I’m doing that. I did the 
adult swimming lessons there last year because I lost my 
nerve after I nearly drowned as a child. Judith took me 
under her wing and chucked me in the deep end and she 
has worked really well with me. It’s changed the way 
I’ve looked at swimming completely. 
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■ WHAT would you like to change? 

I’d like to see more variety in the shops. I’d like that part 
of Beaminster to be more successful. I like what’s here 
but I’d like to see more of it. 

■ Why did you make the transition from flowers to 
feet? 

I like getting other people to feel better about themselves 
foot wise. I can walk away feeling happier that they feel 
better with a feeling that I’ve done something that puts 
back into the community. 

■ ARE there any parallels between plants and feet? 

Gardening is a relaxation thing, and if you touch some¬ 
body’s feet they just zone out. There is more control on 
people’s feet than there is on gardens. 

■ HAVE you always been interested in feet? 

I’ve never found them repulsive. We all have them and 
you’ve got to look after them because you really notice 
when you hurt your foot, as soon as you stub your toe or 
tread on something. If you give someone a foot massage 



then they feel so much better, I like a good foot massage 
and even my kids give me a massage, it makes me a com¬ 
pletely different person. 


■ HOW important is foot care? 

Extremely important, if you look after you feet then you 
can get about, if you don’t then you end up isolated. Reg¬ 
ular foot care is preventative, if you want to run on the 
beach or go out hill walking then you rely on them so 
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much but you just don’t think about it. It’s like your 
hands, if you hurt your hand you can’t write, if you break 
your foot then you’re there for months recovering. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I want to open a clinic, probably in Beaminster so people 
can come to me. I do see myself as having a good regular 
client base and being well known in the area for what I 
do. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I would like to do more design work and I would like to 
have my own tattoo studio, that or something like archi¬ 
tecture. I was involved with a self build project in 
Brighton, designing eco friendly housing. I had loads of 
fun doing that but it’s not something you can do without 
oodles of money and permission. 


■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Ronnie Barker for definite, he was a fabulously brilliantly 
funny man, I just think he was the bee’s knees. Steve Mc¬ 
Queen, I would love to play a game of chess with him 
like in the Thomas Crown Affair. Marilyn Monroe, I’d 
love to know what her life was like. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

I read a book on the Tudor times, a murder mystery called 
Revelation by C.J.Samson. Music wise I love Muse and 
Kasabian, that genre of music. I watched the Untouch¬ 
ables recently, a film about gangsters from the 1950s with 
Sean Connery in it.

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Cult film-maker chooses 
Lyme's'stunning setting'

A BRITISH icon and well¬ 
loved naturalist was in 
Lyme Regis this week 
filming for a new series on 
dinosaurs. 

Sir David Attenborough 
was using the town’s 
Jurassic Coast setting on 


Monday as the backdrop 
to a new 3-D series for 
Sky on Dinosaurs 
The BBC legend was 
seen filming on Mon¬ 
mouth beach in the morn¬ 
ing and later at Library 
Cottage - one of the most 


historic buildings on Ma¬ 
rine Parade -in the early 
evening. 

Speaking to the View 
from Lyme Regis, Sir 
David said he was enjoy¬ 
ing his time in the town 
and thought it was the per¬ 
fect setting for the pro¬ 
gramme due to its 
stunning natural history. 

Having recently returned 
from filming in Germany, 
the 84-year-old broad¬ 
caster was in the town 
filming a programme on 
Pterosaurs. 

Lyme Regis’ famous fos¬ 
sil hunter Mary Anning 
was the first person to dis¬ 
cover a Pterodactyle (later 
named Dimorphodon) on 
Monmouth beach. 

Assistant producer Chris 
Howard said: “We’ve had 
David Attenborough on 
the beach talking vaguely 
about what can be found 
here and how Mary An¬ 
ning went about finding a 
lot of the fossils she 
found.” 

The programme is being 


made by Atlantic Produc¬ 
tions and will involve CGI 
special effects of flying 
animals. 

The programme is due to 
be shown at Imax Cinemas 
and on Sky’s new 3-D 
channel around Christmas 
time. 


Sir David is the re¬ 
spected face and voice of 
natural history pro¬ 
grammes and is best 
known for writing and pre¬ 
senting the “Life” series, 
in conjunction with the 
BBC Natural History Unit 
which collectively form a 
comprehensive survey of 
all life on the planet.

Lyme mourns popular boatman 


LYME Regis community is mourn¬ 
ing the death “a unique” and much 
loved boatman Ron Bailey, who died 
in the early hours of Friday after los¬ 
ing a courageous three-year battle 
with cancer. 

Ron was born in Martock on July 
31st, 1944 and educated at Yeovil 
Grammar School. 

On leaving school Ron joined the 
army, reaching the rank of Sergeant 
before leaving to train as an account¬ 
ant. He later purchased Barlet and 
Co in Axminster, which he eventu¬ 
ally sold and the firm became known 
as Thomas Westcott. 

Many local farmers will have fond 
memories of Ron sitting behind his 
desk, puffing on his cigar in a room 
filled with neat piles of various sets 


of accounts. 

Whilst working as an accountant 
Ron purchased his first boat, The 
Josephine Angus. This was the be¬ 
ginning of Ron’s love affair with 
fishing and in 1985 he purchased the 
Marlies B and took up fishing as a 
full time occupation. Marlies B was 
replaced by Shemara. 

In 2005 Ron undertook the task of 
building a new fast boat which he 
named Susie B. 

Susie B gave both Ron and his 
many customers hours of pleasure 
fishing the waters off Lyme Regis. 

In early 2007 Ron was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer. Never one to 
give up on anything, Ron planned to 
work throughout his treatment but 
owing to complications had to take a 


year out. Through sheer determina¬ 
tion Ron amazed his doctors by re¬ 
turning to work in 2008. 

In December 2009 the cancer re¬ 
turned with vengeance and sadly on 
this occasion Ron was unable to 
overcome it. 

Ron leaves his partner of 15 years 
Sue, and three children David, Mar¬ 
tin and Marlies. 

Ron will be greatly missed by both 
his family and all of his customers... 
.he was a unique person. 

Ron’s funeral will be held at Lyme 
Regis Parish Church on Tuesday, 
June 6th at 11am. Afterwards friends 
and family will meet at the Cob 
Arms from 1pm.

Kenely’s death by Dorset police - including scene 
searches, witness interviews, forensic and scientific ex¬ 
perts’ evidence - has now concluded that there was no 
third party involvement in Mr Kenely’s death, and we 
are not, therefore, looking for anyone in connection with 
this matter.” 

The deceased’s son William Kenely, who was arrested, 
has been released from his bail. 

The 84-year-old died from “unexplained” wounds at 
his Staples Terrace home on Anning Road, Lyme Regis, 
early on the May Bank Holiday Monday. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 8.40am that day. 

About an hour later armed police carried out a raid on 
a house in Roman Road which was owned by Mr Kene- 


ley and in which his son once lived. 

The widower served for two years in the Lancashire 
Fusiliers posted in India and Burma and was the fourth 
generation of his family to have served the British Army. 

He had his medals - including a Burma Star - cleaned, 
re-ribboned and mounted by the British Fegion, who 
staged a short ceremony to present them to him. 

Neighbours have described Mr Kenely as “a nice 
bloke” and have commented that he was not the type 
who would contemplate suicide. 

Following concerns expressed by local mothers over 
the safety of their children, police called a public meeting 
at the Woodmead Halls at which they were assured that 
there was not a murderer on the loose in Fyme Regis.

A “WAR-TIME” concert party is being staged at Uplyme 
Village Hall on two evenings next month to raise money 
for the Help For Heroes charity which supports members 
of the armed forces who are wounded in action. 

The two shows will take the form of the ENSA concert 
parties which entertained the troops in the Second World 
War with the audiences being served “a mug or tea and a 
wad” by natty NAFFI ladies. 

The two concerts - on Wednesday, June 23rd and Thurs¬ 
day, June 24th (both starting at 8pm) are being organised 
by Fyme Regis resident Jean Heppenstall, an experienced 
voice coach who was very prominent over the years in the 
various shows staged by the now defunct Community 
Players, a stage organisation that gave many local per¬ 
formers there first taste of appearing on stage, raising 
thousand of pounds for community projects. 

And in her usual fashion, with great attention to detail, 
Jean is organising the concerts with military precision. 

She has enlisted a number of well-known local stage 
performers who will present a programme of 31 well- 
known war-time songs and monologues, including Pete 
Ward and Sarah Cross, who will be well known to local 
audiences. Jack Marshall, aged 94, will be the accompa¬ 
nist for all the songs. 

All the old favourites made popular by the forces’ dar¬ 
ling, Dame Vera Fyn, and Gracie Fields, including 
“There’ll Always Be An England” and “Take Me Back To 
Dear Old Blighty” will be includded with the audience 
being encouraged to sing along, 

To add to the authenticity of the occasions, the audiences 
are being encouraged to wear uniforms, badges and 
medals and they will be served with rock cakes made from 
a war-time recipe, Jean has recuited a mini-army of cake 
makers, including a seven year-old local girl. 

Tea will be served in mugs, currently being collected.

The capacity at Uplyme Village 
Hall is 150 for each performance.

Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth Hotels and Restau¬ 
rants Association and 
Lyme Regis Museum. 

The document, including 
a comments form, is avail¬ 


able from the Tourist Infor¬ 
mation Centre and Lyme 
Regis Library. 

District council officials 
will also be in attendance 
at the Lyme Regis Baptist 
Church in Silver Street on 
Tuesday, June 1st, starting 
at 8.30 am and finishing at 
7 pm, to answer questions 
on the proposed changes. 

Information is also in¬ 
cluded on the www.dorset- 
foryou.com website. 

Conservation areas are 
designated as having spe¬ 


cial architectural or his¬ 
toric interest which legis¬ 
lation dictates have to be 
preserved or enhanced. 

Planning decisions, 
therefore, have to be based 
on a thorough understand¬ 
ing of the conservation 
area’s character in order to 
effectively conserve the 
area’s special interest.

WEST Dorset District Council is carrying out a review 
of all options for delivering housing and employment 
over the next 15 to 20 years, including the Woodbury 
Down site off Charmouth Road in Lyme Regis. 

District officials were recently spotted in the fields 
which Lyme Lorward submitted for the Strategic Hous¬ 
ing Land Availabilty Assessment. 

Concerned neighbours have been informed that the dis¬ 
trict council is working on a core startegy for West Dorset 
to replace the existing Local Plan. 

The next stage will be to consult with all affected par¬ 
ties during September/October. 

Local policy team leader Jo Witherden has assured 
neighbours that no decisions have yet been made and full 
consultation will take place. 


Lyme Lorward consider the Woodberry Down site to be 
key in the provision of affordable housing in the town. 

Planners and housing associations are convinced that 
the only funding which will be available in future will be 
from planning gain. 

The government subsidy has “run dry” so effective af¬ 
fordable housing in Lyme will be delivered only through 
a commercial development big enough to warrant inclu¬ 
sion of a large affordable element. 

The inclusion of mixed uses for Woodbury Down in¬ 
cluded in the last Local Plan in 2005 met widespread op¬ 
position from the town council and Lyme Regis Society 
as well over 80 local residents and went to a local inquiry. 

The Inspector decided that half the site could not be de¬ 
veloped.

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Mark takes a 'mighty 
leap'to home brewing

A LYME Regis man who 
was forced to re-evaluate 
his life after being threat¬ 
ened with redundancy is 
hoping to turn his career 
plan B into plan A with 
the launch of his own beer. 

Mark Jenkin is already 
pulling the first pints from 
his garden shed micro¬ 
brewery named Mighty 
Hop just a year after com¬ 
ing up with the idea to 
buffer himself against los¬ 
ing his job. 

With support from his 
friends and family, which 
including taste testing the 
original recipe beers, 
Mark is hoping to get his 
bottled beers a permanent 
fixture in and around the 
town. 

Mr Jenkin said: “I’ve 
been doing home brews of 
wine and beer for several 
years which was very nice, 
that’s fine, its all good but 
last summer had a bit of a 
shock with the threat of re¬ 
dundancy and so I thought 
what will I do. 

“I have to have a plan B 
so this is my plan B and it 
will become my plan A 
when it gets a head of 
steam. 

“We are not quite ready 
yet. What we do is test 
brews to check the equip¬ 
ment because we cannot 
just say we are ready; we 
have to make sure the 
equipment works first.” 

Through a process of ex¬ 
perimentation with 

flavours, and using recipes 
from books and internet, 
Mr Jenkin is hoping his 
home brewing experience 
will be a winner. 

His four beers - an IPA, 
Ginger Beer, Golden Bit¬ 
ter and a Porter (dark bit¬ 
ter) - are unfiltered so it 
conditions in the bottle 
and will cost £2.25 each. 

The brewing process has 
been very organic since 
the initial idea last July. 

“You see what you like 
and what other people like 
and just develop it from 
there,” Mr Jenkin says of 
his philosophy for making 
beer. 

Mr Jenkin admits his life

TWO Lyme Regis museum exhibits, a coprolite table 
and a sailor's boot, are the intriguing subjects of 
talks today (Wednesday) - two further in the series 
The History of Lyme in Ten Objects'. 

The sailor's boot, which saved the lives of 41 men 
on board the torpedoed World War I battleship HMS

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Major'explosion'in Charmouth

A MOCK explosion at the 
Thistlegate House residen¬ 
tial home in Charmouth 
sparked a major exercise 
for local firefighters. 

Fire appliances from 
Lyme Regis and Char¬ 
mouth were quickly on the 
scene as residents were 
being “evacuated” from 
the building. 

The “explosion” oc¬ 
curred in the basment of 
the residential home which 
in turn caused a fire which 
was rapidly spreading 
through the building. 

On arrival, the firefight¬ 
ers and co-responders 
were told there were still 


people inside the building 
with two workmen in the 
basement at the time of the 
“explosion”. 

Firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus were 
sent to find the missing 
workmen and were later 
informed that one of the 
care staff and a resident 
were unaccounted for. 

A second wave of BA 
crews were sent to look for 
them. 

Staff from Thistlegate 
House role played to keep 
the crews on their toes and 


frequently tried to run 
back inside the building to 
“rescue” their colleague. 

Once accounted for, the 
work started to control the 
“fire”. 

One major obstacle fac¬ 
ing the fire crews was the 
lack of water with the 
nearest hydrant being half 
a mile away. 

Intense smoke provided 
by a smoke machine also 
made the search and res¬ 
cue exercise realtistic. 

The exercise was also 
good experience for 
Thistlegate staff who had 
to deal with making a 999 
call, evacuating the care 
home, dealing with fire 
crews and role playing. 

A spokesperson for 
Dorset Fire Brigade said: 
“This was a great opportu¬ 
nity for the care home staff 
to call the fire service for 
real, to practice their evac¬ 
uation procedures and to 
gain experience in dealing 
with fire personnel on the 
telephone and in person. 

“It was also good prac¬ 
tice for the crews to carry 
out a ‘real’ rescue in a 
large residential home. 

“Crews will be better 
prepared for the future.”

Mayor to open Town Mill Malthouse 


THE restored Town Mill 
Malthouse in Lyme Regis 
will be officially opened 
by the Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, on Satur¬ 
day, June 5th. 

The building will then be 
available for hire by organ¬ 
isations and members of 
the public. 

The main part of the re¬ 
stored building is now a 
multi-functional space 
which can be used for 
events of all kinds such as 
meetings, exhibitions, re¬ 


hearsals and wedding re¬ 
ceptions. 

An office above has al¬ 
ready been let and the old 
battery store at the front is 
already being occupied the 
recently opened Town Mill 
Brewery. 

The Malthouse has a fas¬ 
cinating history. It was 
probably built in the late 
1600s to dry and roast bar¬ 
ley for brewing beer. 
Everyone drank beer then 
because the water supply 
was so impure.

In the late 1800s the 
Malthouse fell into disuse 
until 1909 when the Lyme 
Regis Electric Light & 
Power Company bought it 
to house its first diesel gen¬ 
erators providing electric¬ 
ity to the town, a first for 
the county of Dorset. 

In 1924 an extension was 
built over the river Lim to 
provide a battery store. 
Batteries were used to pro¬ 
vide the town’s electricity 
at night when its noisy 
generators were turned off. 

A major fire at the Malt¬ 
house in 1947 ended 
Lyme’s independent elec¬ 
tricity generation and 
forced it to connect to the 
national grid. The follow¬ 
ing year electricity was na¬ 
tionalised and the 
Malthouse was taken over 
by the South Western Elec¬ 
tricity Board. The eastern 
end became the town’s 
substation where high volt¬ 
age electricity from the 
grid was transformed down 
to a lower level suitable for 
household consumers. 


The remaining building 
became the subject of a 
very long running legal 
dispute, which culminated 
in 2007 when the occupier 
left the premises. 

Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion (WPD), the owners, 
offered the whole building, 
other than the substation, 
to the Town Mill Trust. 

The South West of Eng¬ 
land Regional Develop¬ 
ment Agency (SWRDA) 
offered a generous grant to 
purchase and part restore 
the building, provided the 
trust raised 50 per cent. 
The trustees took on this 
challenge and are close to 
their target, thanks to the 
generosity of local individ¬ 
uals and organisations: 

The Town Mill is open 
six days a week, Tuesday 
to Sunday from 11 a.m. to 
4 p.m.

TTENDING 
last week’s 
unayor-making 
ceremony in Lyme 
Regis, I could not help 
wondering how long 
this ancient ceremony 
will survive the wind 
of change which I 
think will be sweeping 
through the Guildhall 
in the coming years. 

There has already 
been talk of appointing 
a leader to chair the 
council and downgrad¬ 
ing the role of mayor to 
that of a ceremonial 
one only. 

Even town clerk 
Mike Lewis referred, 
slightly tongue-in- 
cheek that that the cur¬ 
rent imcumbent, 
Michaela Ellis, could 
be the last in a long 
line of mayors who 
also act as council 
chairman. 

Although he was not 
present at the mayor¬ 
making, Councillor 
Daryl Turner has, I am 


told, an agenda of 
change which he 
would like to imple¬ 
ment at the Guildhall. 

Change is inevitable 
in today’s current cli¬ 
mate in local govern¬ 
ment and, of course, 
change has to happen. 

But I hope it will not 
be change for change’s 
sake. 

I have already made 
my views on the possi¬ 
bility of appointing a 
council leader and 
dumbing down the role 
of mayor very clear. 

Inevitably it will lead 
to the politicising of 
the town council. 

At the same time as 
the Lyme ceremony, 
mayor-making was 
happening in Bridport 
where eight out of the 
18 councillors boy¬ 
cotted the meeting.

Memories of a man 
who loved Lyme 


I WAS saddened to hear this week of 
the death of former Lyme Regis resi¬ 
dent John Oldfield. 

John came to Lyme to open a book¬ 
makers in Coombe Street with his 
brother-in-law, the late Ron Dixon. 

But John's real passion in life was 
photography and the history of Lyme, 
and he built up a signifcant collection 
of photos of old Lyme. 

He and his lovely wife Iris emigrated 
to South Africa some years ago and I 
well remember John calling round at 
my house to say goodbye. He gave 
me the distinct feeling that he didn't 
really want to leave his beloved Lyme. 

John was a remarkably generous 
man and before he left for South 
Africa he gave me a fishing rod for my 
son Darren. 

John worked for me as a photogra¬ 
pher when I edited the Midweek Her¬ 
ald back in the 1980s and one of our 
most exciting assignments was cov¬ 
ering the visit to Lyme Regis by 
Princess Alexandra as part of the the 
town's Charter 700 celebrations. I was 
deputy mayor at the time. 

We brought out a special overnight 
edition which went on sale the fol¬ 
lowing morning with extensive pho¬ 
tographic coverage of Lyme's special 
day. We beat all the other papers 
hands down and I distinctly remem¬ 
ber celebreating with John over a few 
pints at the Cobb Arms where the first 
papers were delivered at around mid¬ 
night. 

I lost touch with John after he and 
Iris emigrated. But when I was work¬ 
ing in South Africa in the early 1990s 
I always looked up his name in the 
telephone directories. I was staying 
at the Royal Hotel in Durban and with 


time to kill I 
thought I 
might look 
him up. I 
found a 
J.OIdfield in 
the direc¬ 
tory and 
called the 
number. 
"Can I speak 
to John?," I 
asked and a 
female 
voice 
replied: "Is 
that Pip 
Evans?" It 
was Iris and

we all met up that evening for a din¬ 
ner, reminiscing about Lyme thou¬ 
sands of miles a way. When we parted 
company John shed a tear. He knew 
we would never meet again. 

John and Iris later moved to Aus¬ 
tralia, where their son Kenny, lives, 
because it became too dangerous liv¬ 
ing in South Africa. 

Kenny, a great friend of Lyme fisher¬ 
man Tax Williams, visited Lyme last 
year. He e-mailed this week to let me 
know of John's death as he knew we 
both had a great deal of respect for 
each other. 

John and Iris lived in Forster/Tun- 
cary, about three hours drive north of 
Sydney. John was diagnosed with 
liver cancer last November. He was 80. 

Kenny and his wife Cathy run holi¬ 
day cottages in Green Point, a very 
beautiful part of New South Wales. 

John is also survived by a daughter, 
Lynda.

One of the best places to start looking is in 
the NFRC (National Federation of Building 
Contractors) Directory which lists proven 
property professionals from all over the UK. Al- 
ways make sure the roofing contractor you hire is reg- 
W istered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a dishonest con¬ 
tractor, 

It is every homeowner’s nightmare. Hiring a contractor that 
seemed capable on first impression, only to have the make a mess 
of your beautiful home through lack of skill! 

Ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of references and 
photo’s of their work. Any good contractor will be happy to show 
you these. If they’re not, it’s probably best to look elsewhere. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and complexity of 
the job and on the materials used. Always consider written quotes 


(never verbal) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most pro¬ 
fessionals will produce a quote within 2 or 3 days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered trade member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered in a national 
trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be specific, if the 
worker is hurt, and the roofing contractor does not have insurance, 
then the home owner is liable. Ask to have current certification 
sent to you. Do not accept the roofing contractor at their word. 
They may carry health, life and car insurance. Bland assurances 
of health coverage may refer to these. (Does your roofer’s 
insurance cover him if he is not qualified?) 

3. What is the company’s workman ship warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are for longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not really as 
important as customer referrals. Most workmanship errors will be 
found within the first year, probably the first good storm. The 


reason this question is important is 

most roofing contractors will warranty 

the workmanship, and the manufacturer 

will warranty the product as long as it is in- 

stalled correctly. Make sure you understand 

warranties. 1

method statements for each job by a qualified site su¬ 
pervisor?

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Although retirement looms Douglas 
will continue to support his town 


THIS week we conclude our profile of DOUGLAS BEAZER. 
After spending 24-years in the army, Douglas returned to his home 
town of Beaminster where he vowed to give something back to the 
community. He talks to STUART BROOM about life in "civvy street". 


H AVING at¬ 

tended several 
resettlement 
courses prior to dis¬ 
charge from the army 
in May 1988, Douglas 
decided he wanted to 
be his own boss, and 
set up his own painting, 
decorating and mainte¬ 
nance business. 

He had purchased a 
house in Fleet Street, 
Beaminster and was 
soon enjoying life in 
the town that gave him 
so many fond memo¬ 
ries. 

At the first opportu¬ 
nity, he contested, and 
won, a place on the 
town council in 1989. 

Following his intro¬ 
duction into Freema¬ 
sonry, whilst in the 
army, he had joined the 
Beaminster Manor 
Lodge just prior to his 
return. 

He also enjoyed a 
drink in his local the 
Greyhound, where he 
had found it amusing 
when on leave from the 
army to hear local 
Freemasons talking, 
but they did not realise 
he knew what they 
were talking about. 

Douglas doesn’t hide 
the fact that he is a 


Freemason. 

He said: “People be¬ 
lieve it to be a secret so¬ 
ciety, but it is far from 
that, and we do a lot of 
good work for charities 
and other organisations.” 

Chairman in 1993 and 
2000, and secretary for 
five years until 2009, he 
describes the organisa¬ 
tions not as a secret soci¬ 
ety but “a society with 
secrets”. 

It was also the Grey¬ 
hound where Douglas 
found romance, for the 
landlady was none other 
than Lynda, the daughter 
of the couple who ran the 
White House pub in 
Gillingham in Kent 
which he used to fre¬ 
quent when stationed 
there some ten years ear¬ 
lier. 

“I guess we must have 
seen each other then 
without realising that 
later in life we would 
meet again and marry,” 
said Douglas. 

After Lynda had parted 
from her first husband 
they got friendly, but it 


was a children’s sports 
day in 1990 that love 
blossomed. 

“Brian Page asked me 
to help with the an¬ 
nouncements as they 
were short,” he said. 

“Lynda was there with 
her daughter Dawn, and I 
suggested over the PA 
that she might like to take 
part in the sack race, and 
later invite me for a cup 
of tea! Our friendship de¬ 
veloped from there, and 
after I had sought and re¬ 
ceived approval from 
Dawn, I proposed to 
Lynda and we were mar¬ 
ried on August 31st, 
1991.” 

Unfortunately work was 
not going so well. The re¬ 
cession was biting hard, 
and Douglas was forced 
to wind up his business 
and seek work elsewhere. 
He worked for a Bridport 
plumber for a short while 
before being made redun¬ 
dant and out of work for 
seven months. 

However, help was 
around the corner in the 
shape of Geoff Pattemore 


who gave him a job driv¬ 
ing his HGV’s around the 
countryside collecting 
milk. 

He said: “We are very 
grateful to Geoff. I was 
desperate as it looked 
like I would have to sell 
our home, and he came 
up with a job just when I 
needed it.” 

Having been an active 
member of the Royal 
British Legion, Douglas 
joined the local branch 
where he became parade 
marshal, a job he held for 
15 years until he gave up 
four-years-ago. 

One of the things Dou¬ 
glas initiated in the job 
was to ensure that the 
younger association’s, 
such as the cubs, scouts, 
brownies and guides, had 
seats in church. 

“I noticed that because 
the youngsters are at the 
back of the parade, there 
were no seats left when 
they got into church, and 
I made sure thereafter 
that some were allo¬ 
cated,” said Douglas. “It 
is important that the 
young people are in¬ 
volved; they are an inte¬ 
gral part of the event.” 

He also held the post of 
treasurer for ten years. 

After three years with 
Pattemore’s, Douglas 
spent another three with 
local plumber Newman’s 
before joining Yeovil 
College as a Technical 
Support Engineer in 
1997, a post he still 
holds. He is now in his 
second four-year term as 
a governor at the college 
having been elected in 
2004. 

Having been interested 
in model railways as a 
child, Douglas put it to 
one side whilst in the 
army, but on his return to 
Beaminster became in¬ 
volved with the Bridport 
& District Model Rail¬ 
way Club. He has held 
several offices over the 
years including ten years 
as chairman, and is the 
current press officer. 

He said: “We meet on a 
regular basis, and I really 
enjoy meeting like- 
minded people and chat¬ 
ting with them.” 

At 62-years-old Dou¬ 
glas is looking towards 
retirement, and last year 
retired from another or¬ 
ganisation that has bene- 
fitted from his 



enthusiasm and expert¬ 
ise, the Melplash Show. 

“I became involved 
around 1984 when Jim 
Bingham asked me to 
give him a hand with the 
show layout,” he said. “I 
took over responsibility 
for the roadside signage 
when he retired and did 
that for 15-years. Then, 
with the onset of health 
and safety, I became the 
show’s safety officer, 
which I did for ten years 
before retiring last year.” 

Douglas was honoured 
at last year’s show with 
the award of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Cup for his 25- 
years service. 

However, it is dedica¬ 
tion to Beaminster Town 
Council that he is proba¬ 
bly best known, some¬ 
thing which he intends to 
continue if elected. 

Once again he has held 
all the major offices and 
been the council’s repre¬ 
sentative on other local 
bodies. It culminated in 
him being elected chair¬ 
man in 2007, a two year 
post, something Douglas 


is immensely proud of 
holding. 

“I feel very proud and 
privileged to have repre¬ 
sented the town as their 
chairman, and Lynda has 
been brilliant and very 
supportive during the pe¬ 
riod.” he said. 

“We received about 180 
invitations to events both 
in Beaminster and in 
Dorset and the fringe 
areas of Somerset and 
Devon, and attended over 
half of them. 

“My one criticism is 
that the chairman was not 
invited to that many 
events in Beaminster, 
which is disappointing as 
I believe it can only do 
good by cementing rela¬ 
tionships locally.” 

Douglas and Lynda had 
such a good time in their 
roles that he didn’t seek 
re-election at the end of 
his term. 

He said: “We had such 
a brilliant time; it was 
such an interesting and 
rewarding job that we 
wanted someone else to 
have the same opportu¬ 


nity.” 

It is obvious that Dou¬ 
glas and Lynda are very 
committed to each other 
and they intend to enjoy 
their retirement. 

“We both enjoy our 
home, the garden and our 
own company,” said 
Douglas. “We have a 
busy and varied circle of 
friends, and with Lynda 
enjoying cooking, we en¬ 
tertain quite a lot. We 
also hope to have time to 
research our family his¬ 
tories.” 

Doug is also a member 
of the Coldstream 
Guards Association and 
has just joined the Soci¬ 
ety of Dorset Men. 

In conclusion Douglas 
said: “Whilst I have 
stood down from being 
involved in a number of 
organisations, it does not 
mean I have shunned my 
community responsibili¬ 
ties and intend to con¬ 
tinue being involved in 
Beaminster.”

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the throne, 
following the death of Charles II. He assembled an army 
in excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somer¬ 
set. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorch¬ 
ester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the Oakroom 
at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced 
to death. Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Tor- 
bay, Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in theTower of Lon¬ 
don. He died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural

causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned while in the 
Tower and that his body had been returned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been carefully re¬ 
stored to maintain its character and original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful tearoom, 
with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner House. The Oakroom of today serves 
a variety of light meals throughout the day and service is a 
high priority.

B ILLY THE FISH originally opened its doors as a fish monger 
with a table in the shop front that could seat eight people. 
On occasion people would request that they eat their locally 
caught fish in the fishmongers so they'd get it at its absolute fresh¬ 
est. 

Billy the proprietor saw this as a great opportunity to offer his 
customers a unique dining experience in Dorchester and soon ob¬ 
tained the next-door building that had previously been operating 
as a model car shop.

D orchester is not only a 
beautiful county town 
and a great town for 
shopping destination, but also 
has an amazing and historical 
past. Napper’s Mite is a signif¬ 
icant piece of Dorchester his¬ 
tory and is now a cafe and 
restaurant. It is set in an original 
almshouses built in 1616 dur¬ 
ing the reign of James I. It is lo¬ 
cated at 19 South Street, the 
lower south end of the main 
pedestrian shopping street in 
the county market town. This 
little gem is the oldest building 
in South Street and one of the 
oldest still in use in the town. It 
has links with the novelist 
Thomas Hardy and with 
William Barnes, the famous 
Dorset dialect poet. 

At the rear of the Napper’s 
Mite building there is a small 
garden and steps, which backs 
on to Charles Street. Although 
the front of the building was re¬ 
built in 1842, the Jacobean 
style can still be recognised in 
the back elevations with its tall 
brick chimneys. There is a 
small courtyard in the centre al¬ 
lowing you to pass through 
from South Street to Charles 
Street. 

The History Of Napper‘s 
Mite 

The Napper, or Napier Mite 
Alms Houses in Dorchester’s 
South Street was established by 
Sir Robert Napier of Middle- 
marsh in 1615. Built to house 
“ten aged men” after a town fire 
in which 300 houses were de¬ 
stroyed, it was one of many 
charitable foundations estab¬ 
lished soon after the great fire 
of Dorchester in 1613. The fire 
was said to have been seen as a 
scourge sent from God to chas¬ 
tise the uncharitable popula¬ 
tion. His grandson, Gerard 


Napier, completed the building. 
Sir Robert Napier was a mem¬ 
ber of a Scottish family who be¬ 
came the Barons of Murchison 
which is now a suburb of Edin¬ 
burgh. Crichel in North Dorset 
remains the home of the de¬ 
scendants of the Napiers. Nap¬ 
per’s Mite passed through the 
Napier family to Napier George 
Sturt who would become the 
Third Baron Alington. 

What’s On The Menu At 
Napper‘s Mite 

There are four areas where 
you can eat with old world 
charm, two inside, a central 
section in a covered courtyard 
and a very pleasant garden out 
back. The small 

restaurant/wine bar is excellent 
for morning coffees right 
through to a full varied lunch 
menu. Ideal for families, you 
can choose from a range of 
light lunchtime snacks such as 
baguettes, sandwiches and 
jacket potatoes. Their hot 
chocolate with whippy cream 
and a flake is highly recom¬ 
mended. 

Latest review of Napper’s 
Mite on Google maps by Diane 
says, “We popped in here for 
lunch whilst on holiday in Oc¬ 
tober. My husband, 16 month 
old child and I. Service was ex¬ 
cellent and I had the best 
omelette that I have ever had.

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Clapton and Winwood 
back together on faith 


IN RECENT years, Eric Clapton has made a habit of revisiting his past. He 
reunited with John Mayall's Bluesbreakers in 2003 and then, two years 
later, Clapton surprised us all by initiating a Cream reunion with old band- 
mates Ginger Baker and Jack Bruce. Now, after a series of gigs with Jeff 
Beck (Clapton's replacement in The Yardbirds back in 1965), he's playing 
with Stevie Winwood again. 

Clapton and Winwood first worked together in the short-lived super¬ 
group Blind Faith. Their one and only eponymous album is a classic from 
a strong period for British blues-rock records. The band were together for 
less than a year but still managed to secure their place in rock history, play¬ 
ing to a crowd of more than 100,000 at a free concert in Hyde Park in June 
1969. 

Blind Faith was Clapton's first project after Cream and Stevie Winwood 
was riding high from his tenure in the band Traffic. The band was aug¬ 
mented by Family bass player Ric Grech and Clapton's old colleague Gin¬ 
ger Baker on drums. 

However it was just Clapton and Winwood that took to the stage at 
Wembley Arena last Friday night for this Blind Faith reunion of sorts. Ric 
Grech died twenty years ago but one can only speculate why Ginger Baker 
wasn't asked to join the line-up (although Paul Simon's drummer Steve 
Gadd more than filled the Ginger shaped hole on drums). 

The two hour plus show was an amazing demonstration of two old 
friends never more relaxed or confident of their abilities. Four of the six 
tracks from Blind Faith were interspersed amongst a mixed bag of tunes 
from Clapton and Winwood's respective careers, along with an eclectic se¬ 
lection of covers from the likes of Ray Charles, Big Maceoand Freddie King. 

But it was the truly electrifying take on Jimi Hendrix's 'Voodoo Chile' 
(Winwood played keys on the 1968 original) that really blew the audience 
away. Clapton was "in the zone" for the whole quarter-of-an-hour, and if 
it's really possible to channel the dead, I'm sure he he had a direct line to 
Hendrix himself. 

Clapton and Winwood shared vocal duties throughout the night, with 
Stevie's voice sounding as fresh as it did 41 years ago. Whilst Clapton 
stayed true to the guitar, Stevie swapped and changed between his Stra- 
tocaster, Hammond organ and piano. 

Traffic classics like 'Dear Mr Fantasy' and 'Pearly Queen' sat well with the 
likes of Derek and the Dominoes' 'Layla' (which Clapton played "un¬ 
plugged"). 

But the die hard Blind Faith fans (rather than the casual concertgoers or 
Clapton aficionados) got what they came for with stunning takes on 'Can't 
Find My Way Home' and 'Presence Of The Lord' - real highlights of that 
classic 1969 album. 

I'm not sure what Clapton's next move will be. I can't see a full Yardbirds 
reunion anytime soon. Maybe a money spinning tour with Cream? Their 
2005 reunion comprised of only a handful of dates in New York and Lon¬ 
don, but any further shows would depend on whether Ginger Baker can 
handle being in the same room as Jack Bruce for more than five minutes. 

Maybe a show with Jeff Beck and Jimmy Page (all three legendary Yard¬ 
birds guitarists together)? Now that's a show I'd pay good money to see!

Poetry for 

PAUL Lawrence Dunbar (1872-1906) was the first 
black American poet to become nationally ac¬ 
claimed. He was born in Kentucky to parents 
who had both been slaves. Luckily for Paul, his 
mother, who worked as a washerwoman for the 
family of of Orville and Wilbur Wright (the famous 
flyers) loved poetry and encouraged her children 
to read it. 

Thanks to his mother's efforts he was able to at¬ 
tend the same school as the Wright brothers. He 
was the only black boy in his class but became 
editor of the school paper and president of the 
school's literary society. Brilliant scholar though 
he was, he had great difficulty finding a job be¬ 
cause of his colour. Until he became an estab¬ 
lished and nationally-known writer he earned a 
living as a lift operator. 

In 1897, at 25 years-of-age, his fame spread 
across the Atlantic when he visited England to re¬ 
cite his poetry on the London literary circuit. 
Sadly, he suffered from tuberculosis and after 
publishing 12 books of poems, 4 books of short 
stories and 5 novels, he died tragically young - at 
the age of 33. This is one of his most popular 
verses. 


Pleasure 

We Wear the Mask. 

We wear the mask that grins and lies, 

It hides our cheeks and shades our eyes, - 
This debt we pay to human guile; 

With torn and bleeding hearts we smile, 

And mouth with myriad subtleties. 

Why should the world be overwise, 

In counting all our tears and sighs? 

Nay, let them only see us, while 
We wear the mask. 

We smile, but, 0 great Christ, our cries 
To thee from tortured souls arise. 

We sing, but oh the clay is vile 
Beneath our feet, and long the mile;

A hundred years after Dunbar wrote that poem, a 
young student in Michigan commented:"There is 
not a person alive who has not struggled through 
life's occasional bitterness, hiding their real feel¬ 
ings behind a smile. This poem has helped me 
through many rough times. As strange as it may 
sound, it makes life easier knowing that there are 
others out there also in pain but still 'grinning and 
lying'to the world, along with me."

UK drivers go colour-blind at traffic lights 


MORE than half of all drivers don't know the 
traffic light sequence, research by the UK's 
largest online used car retailer, 
Autoquake.com, has revealed. 

Autoquake asked 1000 drivers to name the sig¬ 
nal after amber. Just under half (48%) correctly 
chose red.Worryingly, nearly four out often (39%) 
thought an amber light was about to change to 
green. Almost one in ten (7%) expected a green 
and amber signal next, while 6% thought red and 
amber would appear. 

"We're surprised that so few drivers remember 
the traffic light sequence correctly" said Auto- 
quake.com's CEO, Dermot Halpin. "It's amazing 
that so many drivers think an amber signal is 
about to change to green when in fact it will 
change to red! Drivers should remember that an

amber light means stop unless it is unsafe to do 
so. As pedestrians we're worried that so many 
drivers expect to see a green and amber signal 
since this doesn't exist!" 

Autoquake.com's research revealed some big 
differences between the regions. The East Mid¬ 
lands led the way, with 64% of drivers correctly 
choosing red as the next light in the sequence. 
61% of drivers in East Anglia answered correctly, 
as did 58% in Northern Ireland. 

Welsh drivers were most disappointing, with 
only 40% expecting red to follow amber. Just 45% 
of Scottish drivers answered correctly. 

"In central London, there are 2.4 personal injury 
accidents per year* at traffic signals," said Halpin. 
"With so few drivers knowing the correct traffic 
light sequence, perhaps this is one of the reasons 
why." 

The first traffic lights were installed outside the 
Houses of Parliament on 10 December 1868. Sem¬ 
aphore-style arms were used in the day and gas 
lights at night. However, less than a month after 
being installed a gas lantern exploded. The more 
modern electric traffic light is an American inven¬ 
tion and was first installed in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
in 1912.

Skelton brought Cullahill home well 
ahead of third placed Orchard King 
with the well fancied Jonjo O'Neill 
trained AnotherTrunp with A P McCoy 
aboard. 

The very reliable River Indus looked 
to have the Glazerite South West Divi¬ 
sion Handicap Chase atTowcester in 
his pocket as he cruised to the front at 
the top of the hill before turning for 
home, but Lucky Luk, who looked 
beaten, found some extra to snatch 
victory. 

"At the top of the hill he looked as if 
he had the field beaten, and so Daryl 
(Jacob) checked him a bit to ensure he 
wasn't out in front too long. But he 
must have thought he had done his 
bit and switched off and then couldn't 
respond when the other horse went 
for home." 

Both horses are likely to have one 
more run, Cullahill at Towcester or 
Worcester and River Indus at Fontwell, 
before being turned away for the sum¬ 
mer, although Cullahill is only likely to 
get a short holiday as he prefers good 
ground and will be back in action 
quite quickly.
